The Conquest of California—Faith of 

: the Fat hers. 

(Extract o a forthcoming book by a 
Angeles lady, entitled “Woman's Destiny, 
or The Interpreter."’]

soms, the melancholy and sweetness of the 
palin, the tree of the desert, the tree of the 


soil, but lifting up in the blue air far above 
our heads its flowers and its fruit. In the 
hush of the twilight our thoughts go back 
to primitive Calitornia, and the fierce and 
unconquered tribes who roamed at will 
over the rich plains of the Sacramento, and 
celebrated their mystic rites in the deep re- 
cesses of the Yosemite. Hew did the white 
race first gain a foothold here? Whence 
came these missivns, nearly all of which 
have become the sites of towns? In their 
gardens were first planted the vine and the 
orange, and though the iron horse thun- 
ders down our valleys, and busy wen from 
tar and near flock to the sunny slopes otf 
our hills, the old missions still look serene 
on all this stormy life, and wrap in tueir 
bosoms a sweevand soleuwin breath—coming 
more and more prominently befere the 
world today—the sweet sanctity of the 
divine motherhood. 

There is one strange, significant fact in 
our California history—a prophetic tact, 
tender and sweet as if the joving taother 
soul might still. brood over the fair land 
and call hither its votaries. 

When Cortez conquered Mexico and 
Peru he founded there a powerful State. 
‘The chivalry of Spain flocked ty the new 
world, and they desired to take possession 
of California. . Seven expeditions were 
titted out, but all failed—Cortez headed the 
last, but even he could nt succeed. 

At last they gave tue beautiful and sub- 
dued land into the hands of a religivus or- 
der, the order of the Jesuits, and to secure 
and possess it Fathér Tierra sailed from 
Mexico with an escort of 10 soldiers, lanu- 
ing not far from the site of the present 
town of Loreto, where the coast forms a 
half moon 15 niles from point to point. A 
convenient spot near a watering-place was 
chosen as ah encampmet, and the pro- 
visions and animals were landed, together 
with the baggage, the father, though 
the head of the expedition, bearing the tirst 
load. A tent was pitched for a temporary 
chapel, and befure the tent was erected a 
crucifix, with a garland of the beautiful 
and brilliant flowers of the very- 
thing being disposed of the best way pos- 
sible, the image ot our Lady of Loreto was 
brought. from the ship atid placed with 
proper soleumity in the chapel. Such was 
the first successful attempt at the conquest 
of California—inaugurated by the imaxe of 
a woian, and the simple faith of a man, a 
man of works as well as of prayer and 
faith. 

May we not be proud of such a conquest 
and such a history? No _ battie drum 
sounded the alarm, no flag was lowered, no 
blood was spilt, but from a quiet ship ou a 
serene day, under these glorious heaveng, 
came a chief with no sword but that of the 
spirit and the image of a-lovely woman, 
epgarlanded with flowers. | 
What other nation has had such a con- | 
quest and such a history?

Yesterday Rev. C, C. Pettey, manager of 
the colored colonists, was in thecity. He 
was advertised to Jecture here last evening, 
but did not have time to remain over un- 


til today, and left for the Southern States } 


on last night’s train. He was seen bya 
TimEs reporter and questioned as to his 
work. | 
_ “T have brought about 200 colored people 
to the coast, and I am now on my way back 
for another excursion. 1 have established 
one colony of 80 at Shingletown, Shasta 
eounty, and van A are doing exceedingly 
well. Every tam ly had means enough to 
stablish themselves. In fact, I am not 
ringing anybody but those who are able 
to pay their own way, so that the people 
cannot say that am rigging lot of pau- 
pers to the State. During the t two 
years I have traveled all over the coast, 
and have come to the conclusion that you 
have too much floating labor now. hat 
you want is people who can make for them- 
selves homes, and I an satisfied that the 
people who are coming here under my 
management will be e todothat. My 
object is to establish a colony in every 
county in the State, and, after that is done, 
ou will be ableto dispense with Chinese 


abor, for it isa well-established fact that |’ 
colored people make much better servants | 


and laborers than any other nationality. . 
They are able and willing to do all kinds of 

work, and if you have agood healthy colony 

in every county there will be no trouble 

about getting help. I am now on my way 

back for another excursion, and will returp 

about the lst of April.” . \ 
# ‘What is the condition of your people in 

the South at present?” . 

“In ene sense of the word they are in a 
better condition than they were a few years 
ago. A very large majority of them are ed- 
ucated, but their condition, so far as living 
goes, is not so good. Wages run from %% to 
$10 per month, and it is almost impussible 
for them to make anything by renting. The 
feeling against the negro is not near so bit- 
ter as it was a few years ago, but there is 
not room enough fur them in the South.

existing ones. | 

Coming tothe great trade districts 
tributary to the southwestern systems 
the arficle deals with Texas, Mexico, 
the Rocky Mowntaiag region and South- 
ern Oalifornia. Im Texas railways 
have been built too rapidly to be re- 
munerative, except in few instances. 
Generally there has been loss, and in 
some cases it has been serious. The 
productions and business of Texas are 
not - equal te those of most 
other sections east of the Rocky 
Mountains of equal area. Stock and 
cotton are the chief products. In one- 
half of the State it takes from ten to 
fifteen acres to preduce one beef, while 
onan average an acre of land yields 
not more than 800 to 400 pounds of 
cotton. The Staté, as a whole, does not 
produce sufficient wheat and oorn to 
supply its own population. A large 
part of the State suffers from drought. 
In the eastern part there is some tim- 
ber of indifferent quality, but it is 
rapidly disappearing. The State is 
almost entirely destitute of water 
power and thus far very little 
coal has been discovered. Its 
facilities, therefore,\ for manu- 
facuring are quite ciroumscribed. 
| There is an abundance of excellent 
iron ore, which might be utilized 
if cheap fuel can be ebtained. The 
State must ever rely chiefly on agri- 
culture and pasturage, and can there- 
fore never sustain a very dense popu- 
latiou. As a consequence the rail- 
roads which traverse the State have to 
depend largely on their through bysi- 


ness. 
Mexico is supposed to have from 
ten to eleven millions of people. Its 
fereign commerce amounts to bet ween 
$75,000,000 and $100,000,000. Before 
American railtoads were built into the 
country Great Britain controlled 
nearly three-fourths of the tgade. The 
control of the Mexican fereign com- 
merce is of great importance to this 
country. ‘The sentiment of the Mexi- 
can people has been growing more 
1} liberal of late, and there is a more 
friendly feeling between the two coun- 
tries. At present the American lines 
are located so as to reach two-thirds of 
the territory and more than one-half 
the population of that country.

—the first great document on the sub- 
ject in Cengress—secured, in its varied 
results, freedom to Kansas, and gave 
te the Republican y success in the 
election of 1860. He gave his potential 
influence in favor of all the great meas- 
mres for freedom, the Wil- 
mot proviso,’’ the act to abolish slavery 
in the District of Columbia, the 

roclamation of emancipation, the 

hirteentk, Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
Amendments to the Constitation, and 
the acts to carry them into effect. 
During the war he was among the first 
to advocate the enlistment of colored 
citizens as soldiers, 

In 1865 President Johnson attemptea 
to reconstruct State governments in 
the South under proclamations deny- 
ing to colored citizens the right to 
vote. Congress denied his power; the 
House passed a bill to reorganize loyal 
State governments; Mr. Sherman of- 
fered a substitute which, over the 
President’s vete, e first re- 
construction aet of March 2, 1867. 
Thus he became the author of the first 
act of Congress which gave colored 
citizens the right to vote. To this 
measure, its example and its fruits, 
and thus to Mr. Sherman, every col- 
ored citizen is indebted for his right to 


vote 

During the Ku-klux outrages on col-: 
ored citizens, President Grant asked 
Congress to give him enlarged powers 
to protect them. For this purpose the 
**Force Bill’’ was introducedinto Con- 
gress in 1871, but was defeated. The 
colored citizens have never ceased to 
feel that they were abandoned to a 
cruel fate by the Republicans who 
aided the Democrats in defeating the 
bill. Mr. Sherman was their friend.

Early in the wur the local banks 
suspended specie payment. Mr. Sher- 
man gave us the great resumption act 
of January 14, 1875, which brought re- 
sumption January 1, 1879, and as Secre- 
tary of the Treasury he achieved the 
crowning success of perfecting the 
work of resumption, and of refunding 
the bonds at a lower rate of interest 
than ever before in our history. What 
have been the fruitsy Funds were 
raised to pay the vast expenditure

The national banking system 
s better than the Bank of England— 
better than any ever devised since the 
first banco in 1171. In this respect the 
statesmanship of Mr. Sherman. ex- 
ceeds that of all nations through the 
seven centuries succeeding.
